Mr. Hayter’s Bill 
(The italics indicate the proposed 
changes in the law.—Eds.) 
An Act to amend A rticle 3385, Title 
60, 'o f the Revised Statutes of the 
State of Texas of 1895, relating to local 
option so as to except f rom the operation 
of the Articles of said Title, 
wholesale 
druggists selling alcohol to retail dispens­ 
ing druggists and declaring an emergency. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
the State of Texas. 
Section I. That Article 3385, Title 
66 of the Revised Civil Statutes of 
State of Texas of 1895, be so amended 
as to hereafter read as follows: 
Article 3385. The preceding article 
shall not be so construed as to pro­ 
hibit the direct sale of alcoholic liquors 
for pi'rpose of compounding, in quanti­ 
ties of not less than one gallon nor more 
than five gallons hy a wholesale druggist 
to retail or dispensing druggists, nor to 
prohibit the sale of wines for sacra­ 
mental purposes, nor alcoholic stim u­ 
lants as medicines in case of actual 
sickness, but such stim ulants shall 
only be sold upon the written pre­ 
scription of a practicing physician, 
dated and signed by him, and certified 
on his honor, that he, the physician, 
has personally examined the appli­ 
cant, naming him, and that he finds 
j him actually sick and in need of the 
I stim ulant prescribed as medicine; pro ­ 


vided further that no person shall be 
permitted to sell more than once on 
the same prescription, nor shall any 
, Person be permitted to sell at all on 
the prescription of a physician not 
herein authorized to give it, nor on a 
prescription which Is not dated, sign­ 
ed and certified as above required; 
provided, that every person selling 
such stim ulant upon the prescription 
herein provided for, shall cancel such 
prescription by indorsing thereon the 
word *‘Icancelled, ’’ and file the same 
away. 
Wholesale druggists, as used in this ar­ 
ticle are hereby defined to be persons, firms 
corporation en' association of persons own- 
imj or conducting retail drug stores from 
which are sold drugs and such other ar­ 
ticles of merchandise as are usually sold 
from drug stores; grocery stores and all 
other mercantile or other establishments 
carrying a line of drugs are not included 
within the meaning of the term “retail 
druggist as used in this article.

Section. The fact that there is now 
no law which perm its alcohol to be 
sold in districts where local option iii 
in force by wholesale druggists doing 
business in such districts, to retail 
druggists, and the fact that it is nec­ 
essary for the retail to have alcohol 
to prepare tinctures and com pound 
medicine and prescriptions, create an 
emergency and an im perative public 
necessity which justifies the suspen­ 
sion of the constitutional rule requir­ 
ing bills to be read on three several 
days in each House, and this Act take 
effect and be in force from and after 
its passage, and it is so enacted.

Dr. C. C. Young, the government 
livestock sanitary expert of Wichita 
Falls, who has devoted much time to 
the raising of sheep, has fifteen oi 
these sheep on their way from far of 
Persia, the only place in the world 
where they are to be found. 
If the: 
reach a port in time to pass the gov­ 
ernment inspection, they will be sent 
to Fort Worth and be placed on exhi­ 
bition there. 
These sheep are far below many 
of the breeds with which this Ctuntry 
is familiar, so far as strict wool or mut­ 
ton qualities are concerned, but they 
are the only source of supply of th* 
famous Persian lamb skin, much es 
teemed in the north for the making 
of fur garments. 
When 
the baby 
lambs are born they have a coat of 
very soft, kinky, glassy fur, which 
loses it3 luster a few days after the 
lamb is born. 
It is for these baby 
lambs that the sheep are raised. They 
are a hardy breed, and stand great 
cold well. 
Should Dr. Young’s experiment prove 
successful, it is probable that a new 
industry will be added to the many 
Texas now has.

kept on Dr. Young’s ranch near Wich­ 
ita Fails atter being shown at the ex­ 
hibit at Fort Worth.

Quanah Parker, rioted Chief, 
Has Wonderful Life Story. 


IS NOW A BIG RANCHMAN 


Lives Near Lawton, Okla., but Will 


Join Geronimo In Leading Band of 
Braves at Fat Stock Show at p e rt 
Worth Shortly. 


Born of a white m other, whom his 
g o d f a th e r -stole in 1836, from a fron­ 
tier Texas settlem ent, and a celebrat­ 
ed Indian chief, whom Lawrence Sulli­ 
van Ross and a fellow ranger killed 
tnpersonal combat in 
1860, 
Quanah 
Parker, chief of Comanches, who, with 
Geronimo, chief of the Apaches, cornea 
to Fort W orth with forty of their peo­ 
ple during the National Feeders and 
B reeders’ Show, March 13 to 30, has 
a life story which recalls much of the 
rom ance of early Texas history. 
First in the story comes the attack 
On P ark er’s Fort, in what is now Lime- 
stole county, the m urder of Silas and 
John P arker and the carrying away 
with them of Cynthia Ann Parker. 
There follows a break of many years 
in the story, and next conies the duel 
to the death in Peace river breaks, 
in 1860, when Lawrence “Sull” Ross, 
then an eighteen-year-old ranger of­ 
ficer, killed Peta Nacona, chief of the 
w arring Comanches, and captured his 
squaw, who turned out to be the long 
lost Cynthia Ann. 
Cynthia Ann had 
been too long an Indian to say very 
much about heiself, but it was learn­ 
ed th at she had two sons, one of whom 
was Quanah Parker, and the other had 
died before reaching m aturity. 
Qua- 
^ n a h Parker, the surviving son, and 
^ lo a d e r of his people for forty years, 
is the man who will head the band 
of Indians at Fort Worth. 
The building of railroads, the found­ 
ing of new towns and the pushing out 
of the ranches and farm s has broken 
up cue old open country through which 
the Comanches had raided for the past 
hundred years. 
Perhaps these checks 
have brought out the white blood in 
;Quanah P arker’s nature, for he has 
settled down on a big ranch near Law­ 
ton, Okla., where he raises good cat­ 
tle, and by shrewd business judgment 
has become a wealthy man.

ACRE OF STABLES. 


Increased Accommodation For Stock at 
Fat Stock Show. 
T here will not be any ‘‘grand opera” 
appliances in connection with the Na­ 
tional Feeders and B reeders’ Show, 
to be held at Fort W orth March 13 
to 20 this year. 
It will be remember- 
' ed th at last year it was necessary 
to use the mammoth tent iii w?hich 
Madame Sarah Bernhardt played when 
she toured Texas, tor the overflow 
exhibit of cattle and horses from the 
stables under th** big Coliseum. This 
year the directors of the show have 
provided better than “grand opera” 
accommodations for exhibitors, 
and 
when the show opens on March 13, 
new stables covering nearly an acre 
and a half, immediately adjoining the 
.Coliseum on the north, will be 
ready 
for tho 
accommodation 
of 
all the 
horses and cattle entered in the vari­ 
ous classes. 
W ith the new* arrangem ents this 
year visitors may pass from the Co­ 
liseum out through the north door 
hod enter the stables, making a com­ 
plete tour without being exposed to 
the weather. 
In the now barns there 
are accommodations 
for 634 halter 
cattle, and these barns will be used 
exclusively for southern cattle. 
In 
the horse barns, which are part of the 
snow buildings, are stalls for 128 head, 
and extra accommodations can be pro­ 
vided as needed. All cattle from above 
the quarantine line ,will be given ac­ 
commodation in the basem ent of the 
btriiseum, thereby separating the cat­ 
tle from north arid south of the quar­ 
antine line and doing away with any 
danger of infection.

oath, President Taft delivered his in­ 
augural address.

Washington, March 4.—Seldom has 
the national capital witnessed a pa­ 
rade that equaled in extent and mag­ 
nificence that which followed Presi­ 
dent William H. Taft from the capitol 
to the White House immediately after 
his inauguration. 
As soon as the pres­ 
ident’s carriage started up 
Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue tho parade was formed. 
The details of the military part of 
the procession were arranged by Brig. 
Gen. John A. Johnson, chief of staff to 
Gen. Bell, and by Maj. 
Samuel 
D. 
Sturgis, who acted as adjutant gen­ 
eral. 
Cheers for the Cadets. 
The guard of honor attending Presi­ 
dent Taft was followed immediately by 
a mounted police guard and a full mili­ 
tary band. 
Then came Maj. Gen. J. 
Franklin Bell, chief of the general staff 
of the United States army, who was 
the parade’s grand marshal, and his 
staff. 
The military division had tho 
right of way after the president’s es­ 
cort. 
At its head were Hie West Point 
cadets in their gray uniforms, march­ 
ing with the perfect alignment for 
which the military students are famed. 
Behind the stripling soldiers came the 
stripling sailors, the midshipmen from 
the naval academy at Annapolis. 
The 
cadets of both schools were cheered, 
as they always have been cheered 
at every inaugural parade in which 
they have taken part. 
Immediately 
behind the future officers of army and 
navy came the regulars of the military 
service, veterans most of them, who 
had 
seen 
service in Cuba and in 
the Philippines, and, many of them, 
upon the plains in tile days before the 
Indians had left the war path for 
the ways of peace. 
In the line were the 2,600 men wrho 
had formed the Cuban army of pacifi­ 
cation, and who had just left that is­ 
land in pursuance of the policy of 
the United States 
to 
withdraw 
its 
troops as soon as the Cubans gave evi­ 
dence that they were capable of gov­ 
erning themselves. 
In the force of 
regulars were cavalrymen, infantry­ 
men and artillerymen, the yellow, the 
blue and the red of the service lend­ 
ing their colors, and something of the 
pomp and circumstance of war time, 
to the parade. 
Thousands from Sperry’s Fleet. 
In the waters of Hampton roads for 
ten days the fleet which had made its 
i ecol ct hie«..

world had been assembled. 
The bat­ 
tleships, the cruisers, the destroyers 
and the torpedo boats w’ere 
drawn 
upon for “jackies” to give the

service an adequate representation in 
the inaugural ceremonies. There were 
3,000 sailors from the Connecticut, the 
Illinois and the other ships of Sperry’* 
fleet in the parade. 
The marines fol­ 
lowed the sailors. 
There was a full 
regiment of them, men 
from 
that 
branch of the service which has taken 
the initiative in many of the beyond- 
the-sea troubles in which the forces of 
this country have been engaged—in 
Korea in the late '60’s, in Cuba in 1898, 
and in China in 1900. 


Regulars and Sailors. 
The regulars 
of 
the government 
service led the way, their conceded 
right. 
Behind them came the men 
who, in time of war, form first the re­ 
serve force, arid later when brought 
into real soldiers’ shape, the backbone 
force of the government’s army—the 
National Guardsmen of the states of 
tho union. 
The Guardsmen showed 
by their bearing, their marching and 
their evolutions the result of the deep­ 
er interest which in recent years has 
been taken in the military service by 
the civilian soldiers. 
The regulars 
and the guardsmen are closer together 
to-day in sympathy and in efficiency 
than ever they were before. 
The 
appearance of the state soldiers in the 
inaugural parade proved the truth of 
what many army officers have held re­ 
cently—that to day it is but a 
step 
from the discipline and the morale of 
the militia to the discipline and morale 
of the regulars. 


8core* of Clubs In Line. 
In the rear of the military division 
came the civic organizations. There 
were in line more than IOO clubs and 
political associations from all parts of 
the country, nearly all of them wear­ 
ing some unique and distinguishing 
uniform.
